Through the efforts of Rev. J. A 
Burns, who spent Saturday in Lex- 
ington, a boat service is to be in- 
augurated between Beattyville and 
Oneida In Clay county. 

Rev. Mr. Burns is at the head of the I 
Baptist Mission Sohool at Oneida i 
and because of the lack of trans- 1 
portation facilities in that section 
he decided upon this boat service. | 
Oneida is fifty-six miles beyond 
Beattyville and across the moun- 
tains more than a day is required 
for the Journey. Rev. Mr. Burns 
is also the pastor of the church at 
Oneida, and has been an earnest 
worker for the education of the 
mountain people. 

This new boat service will do 
much towards bringing these peo. 
pie into oloser touch with the out- 
side world. 

It is the plan to have three gaso- 
line launches to run betwen Beatty- 
ville and Oneida. One of these has' 
been built. It was constructed at I 
Christiansburg and Frankfort, and 
Mr. Burns was among those who 
helped build it. The boat is 24 feet 
long and will carry forty passengers 
and about 10,000 pounds of freight. 
When completed it was put on the 
river and from there proceeded to 
Oneida. When the other two boats 
are completed and put in operation 
there will be one boat each day be- 
tween Beattyville and Oneida. 
This service will be of great value 
to Lexington merchants in that it 
will open up a territory heretofore 
almost beyond local trade. 

Mr. Burns began his work of edi 
cation in the mountains with the 
hope of eradicating the feuds. He 
haB been successful. Aided by the 
Baptist churches of tbe State his 
school has grown. He now has six 
teachers and 250 pupils and is doing 
a great work. 

Mr. Burns is a man of the people. 
In addition to being the professor 
of a substantial eduoation, both 
secular and ministerial, he is a 
practical mechanic and helped to 
build the school in which he is 
teaching. The story of his work in 
Clay county is an example of a 
man who is not afraid of trials or of 
labor, and the results of that work 
have been the practical redemption 
of Clay from feuds, bloodshed and 
lawlessness. He is a cousin of 
Tom Baker, of feud fame, and Jim 
Howard, now In jail in connection 
with the Goebel murder case, one 
of his pupils.
